ed States . Many railroads and large 
industries m aintain perm anent Safe­ 
ty First organizations at considerable 
cost. 
“ Safety F irst” is taught our 
school children and in some parts of 
th e country large signs have been 
ere ( ted informing motorists of dan­ 
gerous crossings. 
F a rm e rs and stock owners adjacent 
to the railroad are gradually becom­ 
ing interested in the 
Safety 
First 
idea and are lending their assistance 
to prevent stock from getting onto 
the right of way by keeping private 
farm crossing gates closed 
and 
in 
good 
repair. 
A 
large stock raiser 
recently rem arked th a t lie desired to 
co-operate with the railroads by tak­ 
ing every precaution to 
keep 
his 
stock off the right of way, because in 
doing so he was preventing possible 
serious accidents and loss of life to 
passengers. 
Some one dear to him 
or even he himself might be a pas­ 
senger on a train which struck his 
own stock, due to a gate having been 
left open by him self or employes. 
Many farm ers and 
stock owners 
are discontinuing the practice of per­ 
mitting their stock to graze and roam 
on public thoroughfares and property, 
as the animals
